If Phifitions 
had nothing to doe wath Aſttonomy, Geomatry,Logicke,& 
other ſciences. Cobſers, Curriars of lether; Carpenters and. 
Smithes, & al ſach maner of people would leaue their craftes, 
and be Phiſitions as it appeareth now a daies that many cob- 
lers bee, fie on ſuch-ones, whereupon Galen reprehended 
Teflalus for his ignorance : for Teſlaku {mattered and med- 
led with phiſicke, and yet he knew not what he did, as ary | 
doth now a dayes,the which I may accompt Teſlalus fool. 
diſciples. Auenzoar ſayeth, euery Phiſition ought co know 
| firſt learning. & then practiſe, that is to ſay, firſt to haue Gram» 
mer to vnder{tand what he doth read in Latin. Then to haue 
Logick to dicuſle or diffine by argumentation the truth from 
the tallhoode,and ſo econuerſo. And then to haue a rethorick 
or an eloquent tongue, the which ſhould bee placable to the 
hearers of his words. And alſo to haue Geomatry, to ponder 
and waie the dregs or portions the which ought to bee mi» 
niſtred, Arithmetick is neceſſarie to bee had concerning nu+ 
meration : but aboue all things next to Grammer, a Phulition 
mult haue ſurely his Aſtronumy, to know, how, when, and 
at what time euerye medicine ought to bee miniſtred, and 
then finally to knayy naturall philoſophy, the which conſiſt- 
eth in the lenowledhe of naturall things.

Alſo there is no ſic knes 
in man or Woman, the which may bee from the crowne 
of the head to the ſoole of the foote, but you ſhall finde 
it in this booke, aſwell the ſickneſſe the which doth per- 
tayne to chirurgerie as to phiſicke, and what the ſic kneſſe 
is, and how it doeth come, and medicines for the ſelſe 
Gme.

The ſc⸗ 
cond abſtmence is to rate one meale a day,o2 lie twile a 
dap, and this is not pzoperiy Abſtinence, but it map be cal- 
led Temperance. The third abſtinence is inuolunt ar y.ſoʒ 
many men would cate meate if they had it,e therfoze no- 
lens voleru, they do abftetne. The fourth abſtinence,ts wb 
a man fo2 deadc15,02 by cõmandement of the church doth 
abſteine from fleſh, keping one meale a day, which is lau⸗ 
dable. Bow be it to be long faſting,oz faſting to mach, it 
dꝛyeth and macerateth the body, u maketh the colour ſa- 
low, it doth ingender melancoly b{mours,and it doth burt 
the lat, e it clarifieth Þ body. This notwithſtanding,ab- 
ſkinence is the moſt pertetteſt medicine that can be after 
repletion a ſurfet.And then if it be moderat e, it doth cons 
ſome. ſuperfluities, 4 in the, it doth clarify the 
bumoar : ſo ciᷣſequent iy it maketh h body faire coloured, 
t not onely kepeth out ſickneſſe,but alſo tober ſicknes is 
entered nothing moze belpetb,vſed at the beginning of the 
ſicknes: wherfoze abſtinence moderately vicd, is of a bich 
efficacitie fo2 the ſafety of mans body. And ther is not ſo 
great a detriment to mans body,as is repleai6 oz ſurfeting.
